WHEAT QUOTATIONS HIT LOW POINT 
FRESH OUTBURST OF LIQUIDATION 


Forces T h at Control the Curve They 


Take to Reach the Ground. 
'I he trajectory of a rifle is the curve 
I which the bullet describes in travel­ 
ing from the muzzle of the rifle to its 
I murk at a given range. 
This curve is 
the component of two forces-first, th e 
j momentum imparted to the bullet in 
Hie rifle burrel and, second, the down- 
j ward pull of gravitation. 
Many per­ 
sons have the erroneous idea that so 
long as a body is traveling ahead very 
last it will not drop. 
I he fallacy of this notion can be 
very prettily shown by a laboratory 
experiment in which two rubber balls 
of the same size and weight are pro­ 
jected from a miniature catapult at 
precisely the sam e instant, but in such 
I a way that ball A has double the ve- 
j loopy of ball Ii. 
Although ball A will 
travel twice as far as ball ii before 
it strikes the floor, it will always be 
observed th at th e two balls strike the 
floor at the same instant. 
High velocity, then, does not free a 
rifle bullet from the effect of gravity, 
but it does enable it to travel a greater 
distance ahead before it bas had time 
to fall any given distance. That is the 
true reason why high velocity tends to 
give a low trajectory. For comparison 
of cartridges the height of the trajec­ 
tory at midrange is generally taken us 
the standard.—Outing.

There is just one way to make 
your cakes rise hi^h and keep an 
even surface. 
Have your oven 
moderate at first, until the cake is 
fully rizen; then increase the heat, 
so as to brown it over quickly. 
Extreme heat stiffens the dough. 
If you stiffen the outside of the 
cake before the rising is complete, 
you stop the rising process. Then 
the leavening gas, forming inside, 
will bulge up the center, where 
the dough is still soft, and spoil 
the shape of the cake. 
aa 


NOTE—Biscuits or 
other 
pastries 
made from stiff dough, that are cut into 
shapes for the oven, tiake in allot oven. 
This is l*ecause the cut surfaces of the 
dough do not seal over, hut rather 
leave the pores open, allowing the 
leavening gas to escape and the hqat to 
penetrate readily. 
Small ovens cool 
quickly; therefore they should be made 
several degrees hotter than a larger 
oven, and the less the doer is opened 
the better. 
Do not attempt to bake 
bread and pastry together. 
Bread re­ 
quires prolonged, moderate Laking— 
pastry the reverse. 


Have a strong underheat for baking 
powder preparations, especially pastry.
